I have the honour to submit the following Half-yearly 
Report on the Banking, Railway, and Shipping Statistics 
of Ireland. It is composed of Tables and remarks rela- 
tive to Banking and to the amount of the Government 
Funds, India Stocks, Guaranteed Land Stock, and War 
Stock upon which dividends are payable at the Bank of 
Ireland, together with information concerning the 
weekly traffic receipts of the Irish Railways during the 
half-year ended 30th June, 1901 ; and a series of Tables 
prepared by the Board of Trade showing the financial 
position, traffic, &c., of Irish Railways in the year 1900 ; 
and also Tables with reference to the tonnage of Vessels 
entered and cleared at each of the Irish Ports, 

The information comprised in the first series of Tables 
consists of the total of the deposits and cash balances in 
the Joint Stock Banks of Ireland on the 30thof June, 1901, 
and on the corresponding date in each preceding year 
since the year 1881 inclusive, compiled from confidential 
returns furnished by the authorities of the various Banks 
with their usual courtesy ; the estimated balances of 
deposits in the Post Office and Trustees Savings Banks 
in Ireland on 30th June in certain years since 1833 ; the 
number of accounts remaining open in Post Office and 
Trustees Savings Banks in Ireland on 31st December of 
each year of the period 1885-1899; the estimated balance 
of deposits remaining in Post Office and Trustees Savings 
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Banks in Ireland on the 30th of June of each year since 
the year 1881 inclusive, derived from official sources; 
together with the total amount on 30tli June (in each 
year since 1881) of Government Funds, India Stocks, 
Guaranteed Land Stock (since 1892), and War Stock 
(created in 1900) on which dividends are payable at the 
Bank of Ireland, with, the amount of each description 
of Stock on 30th June, 1901, kindly supplied by the 
Governor of the Bank ; and the average Bank note 
circulation of the six Banks of issue in Ireland in the 
month of June since 1891, compiled from the Dublin 
Gazette. Tables are also inserted affording halt-yearly 
comparisons for the ten years 1891-1900 and the first half 
of this year under each of the heads referred to above. 

The Tables comprising the returns of the weekly traffic 
receipts of the Irish Railways have been compiled from 
data for which I am indebted to the authorities of the 
various Railway Companies ; and those showing the 
Financial Position, Traffic and Working Expenditure in 
1900 of each Railway in Ireland, including Light Rail- 
ways, have been taken from those compiled by the Board 
of Trade from information supplied by the Railway 
Companies pursuant to the requirements of the Regula- 
tion of Railways Act, 1871. 

Returns with reference to the tonnage of Ships 
entered and cleared at Irish Ports have been kindly 
furnished by the Board of Customs, and were specially 
prepared for the purposes of this Report by the Statistical 
Department of that Board. 

1. Deposits and Cash Balances in Joint Stock Banks. 

The deposits and cash balances in Joint Stock Banks 
in the middle of the year, which, comparing June with 
June, had, with the excepition of a slight decrease in 
June, 1897, gradually increased from £29,223,000 in 
June, 1886, to £40,387,000 in the middle of 1900,

amounted on the 30th June last to £41,568,000,* being 
the highest amount (for June) of which there is record, 
and £1,181,000 in excess of that for June, 1900.

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Table I. (a), made out by half-years, shows the fluctua- 
tions which have taken place half-yearly during the past 
ten years. The amount of Deposits and Cash Balances 
on the 30th Juno last is higher than the amount at the 
close of any other half-year, except the December, 1900 
half-year, in the period covered by the Table, and 
£3,731,000 over the average. It will be observed that 
during the past eight years, with the exception of .1899, 
the amount for June was under that for the preceding 
December, and that this year the amount for June is 
£1,712,000 below that for December last. This is much 
the largest decrease in the period covered by the Table.

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2. Savings Banks. 

The balances of deposits in Savings Banks consist 
of two groups — those in the Post Office Savings Banks, 
which are set out in Table II. and Table II. (a), and 
those in Trustees Savings Banks, shown in Table III, 
and Table III. (A). 

At the end of June of this year, the estimated amount 
in the Post Office Savings Banks in Ireland stood at 
£8,289,000, as compared with £7,791,000 for the corre- 
sponding period of 1900, showing an increase of £498,000.

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Table II. (a) shows by half-years, for tire past ten 
years, the estimated balances in the Post Office Savijigs 
Banks. It will be observed that the estimated balance 
(£8,289,000) on the 30th June last shows an increase 
of .£230,000 when compared with the estimated amount 
(£8,059,000) at the close of the year 1899. This is 
£38,000 less than the increase in the preceding half- 
year, but £156,000 greater than the increase for the 
corresponding half-year of 1900. Only once during the 
ten and a half years included in the Table has there been 
a decrease in the half-yearly amount, viz. : for the half- 
year ended 30th June, 1893.

June, 1881-1901, in Trustees Saving's Banks, from which 
it appears that there was a increase of £45,000 in June, 
1901, as compared with the amount on the corresponding 
date, 1900, and an increase of £33,000 over the amount 
in the same month of 1899, which was the highest for 
June in any of the nineteen years 1881-99. It is, there- 
fore, the highest balance for June in any of the twenty- 
one years covered by the Table.

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Table III. (a) gives information by half-years for the 
Trustees Savings Banks, and shows that there was an 
increase of £31.000 in June, 1901, as compared with 
December, 1900, the balance for which period was £14,000 
over that for June, 1900. It will be observed that 
during the previous fifteen half-yearly periods there was 
only one decrease (June, 1900) as compared with the 
balance for the half-year immediately preceding.

In order to show in a combined form the progress of 
the accumulation of small savings in Banks in Ireland, 
Tables IV. and I"V . (a) have been constructed. Table IV. 
shows that the balance in the Savings Banks in Ireland in 
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June last amounted to £10,629,000, or £542,000 in excess 
of the balance in June, 1900, and nearly treble the 
amount (£3,625,000) for June of 1881, the first year 
included in the Table.

Table IV. (a) gives the amount of small savings, by 
half years, for the past ten years. It shows that in 
the six months ended the 30tli June last there was 
an increase of £261,000 as compared with the amount 
in Savings Banks at the close of the year 1900, and that 
this increase followed an increase of £282,000 during the 
half-year ended the 31st December last, and an increase 
of £51,000 in the first half of the year 1900. 
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Tables IV, (b) and IV. (o) show respectively the 
estimated Balances and Deposits on the 30th of June of 
the years 1833, 1844, 1885 and 1895, for each decade 
between 1860 and 1900, and for the year 1901, and the 
number of Accounts remaining open in Post Office aud 
Trustees Savings’ Banks in Ireland on 31st December in 
each year of the period 1885-1899. 

Referring to the Trustee Savings Banks in Ireland, 
the Inspection Committee of these Banks write as 
follows in their N inth Annual Report for the year ended 
20th November, 1900 :■ — 

* The Irish Banks have as a whole done well, although one is 
reported to have sustained a temporary diminution of deposits owing 
to fear of loss through the war. While depositors in Irish Savings 
Banks seem at special times, or in special localities, to be somewhat 
too readily accessible to fears of loss, leading to their withdrawing their 
funds, as instanced by the widespread and large withdrawals of 
deposits in 1893, when the special legislative proposals affecting 
Ireland were under discussion, the figures as a whole, taking them over 
a series of years, are remarkably steady. The Parliamentary return for 
the year ended 20th November, 1888, the year prior to the last 
reduction in the rate of interest allowed by the Government, shows that 
there were in twenty-four Banks- with 49,242 depositors, who held 
in the aggregate £2,047,065 in cash and £16,306 of stock. The corre- 
sponding figures in the last published Parliamentary Return, viz., for 
the year ended 20th November, 1899, show that on that date there 
were fourteen Banks with 50,324 depositors, whose aggregate holdings 
amounted to £2,355,404 in cash and £26,870 in stock. These increases 
afford some testimony as to the continued popularity aud usefulness of 
the existing Irish Savings Banks, especially when it is borne in mind 
that the rate of interest allowed is not in every case the legal maximum 
of £2 10s. per cent., the average being only £2 8s. 8 d. per cent., a fact 
which is all the more striking as hardly anywhere else in the kingdom 
does the small capitalist appear to search more keenly after remunerative 
investments than in Ireland. The closing of ten Irish Banks between 
1888 and 1899, and one since 1899, does not appear to have been ‘due 
to any loss of confidence on the part of the depositors, who had no voice 
in the matter.”

3. Government Funds , India Stocks , Guaranteed Land 
Stock* and War Stock . f 

From I able V. it is seen that in June of this year 
the amount of Government Funds, India Stocks, 
Guaranteed Land Stock and War Stock on which divi- 
dends are payable at the Bank of Ireland was .£30,395,000, 
being an increase of £2,71 1,000 as compared with the 
amount for June, 1900, and of £6,179,000 when 
compared with that for June, 1897, the lowest amount for 
J une in any of the twenty-one years covered by the Table. 
The increase for June, 1901, is nearly double that 
recorded for each of the years 1900 and 1899.

The results of the analysis of the foregoing tables

1st. That in June, 1901, as compared with the 
corresponding period in 1900, there was an 
increase of £1,181,000 in the Deposits and Cash 
Balances in the Irish Joint Stock Banks, and 
the amount of such Deposits and Cash Balances 
was the highest yet recorded. 

2nd. That there was a decrease of £1,712,000 in 
Deposits and Cash Balances in the Irish Joint 
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Stock Banks in June, 1901, as compared with 
December, 1900. 

3rd. That there was an increase of £543,000 in 
the Deposits in Savings Banks in Ireland in 
June, 1901, as compared with June, 1900. 

4th. That there was an increase of £261,000 in the 
Deposits in Savings Banks in June, 1901, as 
compared with December, 1900. 

5th. That in June, 1901, as compared with the 
same period of 1900, there was an increase of 
£2,71 1,000 in the amount of Government Funds, 
India Stocks, Guaranteed Land Stock, and War 
Stock, on which dividends are payable at the 
Bank of Ireland, and that this increase follows 
an increase of £1,612,000 in June of last year, 
as compared with June, 1899. 

6th. That in June, 1901, there Was an increase of 
£2,033,000 in the amount of Government Funds, 
India Stocks, Guaranteed Land Stock, and War 
Stock, on which dividends are payable at the 
Bank of Ireland, as compared with the amount 
in December, 1900.

5. Railway Statistics. 

Table VII. gives the receipts of Irish .Railways, week 
by week, for the first half of the year 1901, compared 
with those for 1900. 

A review of the weekly traffic returns shows that in 
thirteen of the twenty-six weeks the receipts fell below the 
amounts for the corresponding weeks of the year 1900, 
and in the other thirteen weeks the receipts exceeded those 
in the corresponding weeks of that year, the net result 
being that the total receipts for the twenty-six weeks are 
in excess of those for the first half of any previous year, 
but show an increase of £268 only, or 0'02 per cent., as 
compared with the first six months of last year.

6. Shipping Returns. 

It appears from the following Table, XV., that the yearly- 
average tonnage of vessels in foreign trade* which were 
entered in the Ports of Ireland during the ten years 
1890-99 was 1,068, 961; the highest tonnage was 1,236,721 
in 1S97, and the lowest 899,876, in 1891 ; in 1900 the 
tonnage entered was 1,142,713, being 49,538 under the 
tonnage for 1899, but 73,752, or 6'9 per cent., above 
the average for the ten years 1890-99. The average 
tonnage of vessels in the coasting trade entered in 
the Ports of Ireland during the decade 1S90-99, was 
5,587,429 ; the tonnage entered in 1900 was 5,465,692, 
being 207,065 under that for the year 1S99, and 121,737, 
or 2'2 per cent., less than the yearly average for the 
ten years 1890-99. 

The average tonnage of vessels in the foreign trade* 
cleared^ during the ten years 1890-99 was 421,642 ; the 
tonnage clearedl in 1900 was 551,915, being 130,273, or 
30'9 per cent., over the average, and 59,500 over the 
tonnage for 1899. The average tonnage of vessels in 
the coasting trade cleared during the ten years 1890-99 
was 4,283,255 ; in 1900 the tonnage was 4,401,805, being 
118,550, or 2'8 per cent, more than the average for the 
decade 1890-99, but 33,928 under the tonnage for 1899.
